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and had fcarce anv breafts at all: that, 
at the fame time, the late Earl Craw- 
furd and Lord Blantyre were both at Aix- 
Ja-Chapelle, and Lord Blantyre lived in 
the houfe with Lady Jean, and both of 
thefe Lords were every day with her: 
that the reafon of their leaving Aix-la- 
Chapelle was, that the expence of living 
was turned fo extravagantly high, that 
they could not afford it: that when they 
left that city, their company confiited of 
Sir John, my Lady, the deponent, the 
two maid-fervants above mentioned, and 
the man-fervant, who was a foreigner, 
and who left them at Liege : that they 
ftaid at Liege four or five days, during 
which time Sir John and Lady Jean, Mr 
and Mrs Hepburn, were every day toge- 
ther in one another’s houles: that from 
Liege they went to Sedan, where they 
itaid two or three days, becaule Lady 
Jean was out of order, and leemed hke- 
ly to be delivered; from Sedan they went 
to Rheims, where they arrived, as the 
deponent thinks, about the middle of 
June, and they remained there till the 
énd of that month: that while they ftaid 
at Rheims, Lieut’ Mackenzie and Mac- 
lean, two Britifh officers, who had been 
taken prifoners by the French, were ia 
that city, and were three or four times 
a-week with Lady Jean: that the firit 
day of July, Lady Jean, Sir John, and the 
deponent, fet out in a ftage-coach for 
Paris; and that the two ofhcers above 
mentioned lifted Lady Jean into her 
coach, becaufe fhe was fo heavy that the 
could hardly ftir: that the reafon why 
Lady Jean went to Paris, was becaule 
there was no proper help to be had at 
Kheims, as they were told by every bo- 
Gy: that the two fervant-maids were 
left at Rheims for want of money to car- 
ry them along; and that Lady Jean in- 
tended to have fent for them; but fhe did 
get money foon enough: that upon 
their coming to Paris, {he endeavoured to 
perluace her banker to advance her thir- 
ty louidores, which were to fall due at 
the Lammas following; and that as he re- 
fuled fo to do, Sir John wrote to Rheims, 
to one Mr Andrews, to whom they had 
been recommended, who ordered his 
banker to advance the money; and that 
the very day it was paid, Lady Jean was 
brought to bed, which made it unnecef- 
fary to fend for the fervant-maids: that 
when they arrived at Paris, they had on 
ly one guinea: that upon the 10th of Ju- 
ly Lady Jean was delivered, at Paris, of 


two fons; and that the deponent was pre- 
fent at their birth, and received thein 
both into her lap, when they came ‘nto 
the world: that the eldeit, whole name 
is Archibald, andis the prefent claimant, 
was a {trong healthychild; but the other, 
whofe name was Sholto, was fo weakly, 
that it was not believed he would live a- 
bove twelve hours ; and for that reafon 
the man-midwife, whofe name, the depo- 
nent thinks, was fomething like Le Marr, 
but cannot be pofitive, as fhe does not 
under{tand French, immediately chriften- 
ed him: that their landlady and her 
daughter were prefent at the birth; but 
{he does not remember any of their names, 
as they were French: that they ftaid in 
that houfe for ten days after the delive- 
ry, when they were obliged to tranfport 
Lady Jean to another houie, on account 
of buggs: that they remained in Paris all 
together, for about three weeks; when 
they were advited by the man-midwife 
to go toa village in the neighbourhood 
for more air, the weather being excef- 
fively hot : that they ftaid in that village 
for about a fortnight, during which time 
Lady Jean recovered furprifingly : that 
from this village they returnedto Rheims, 
and carried the eldeft boy along with them, 
who was not then chriftened: that they 
left the youngeit, on account of his weak 
itate, at Paris, under the care of the 
man-midwife; wlto got a faithful nurfe to 
him, under whole care he grew much 
{tronger; and that the man-midwife wrote 
every week to Sir John, giving him an 
account of the boy’s health ; and that he 
was fuckled for fizteen months: that Lady 
Jean, both at Paris and at Rheuns, went 
under the name of Adadam Stewart: that 
about three weeks after their. return to 
Rheims, when he was about two months 
old, the elde(t boy was chriftened Archi- 
bald: that the chriftening was fo long 
delaved by waiting for Lagy Wigton, who 
was to be godmother; and that. accord- 
ingly Lady Wigton and Mrs Andrews 
were godmothers, and the Jate Lord 
Blantyre, and Baron Macilicoat, Lady 
Wigton’s hutband, were godfathers ; and 
that they were all preient: that the cee 
remony was performed publicly in the 
church, by the parilh-prie(t, in the pre- 
fence of a multitude of {pectators: that 
the Bifhop of Joppa was at the entertain- 
ment after the baptifin, and feemed to be 
angry that he was not delired to perform 
the ceremony: that the godfathers and 
godmothers were all at the entertajn-

thev itaidin one Madam Mavet’s for a- 
bout Sxteen months: that about a month 
after the chri‘tenine, Lady Jean fell again 
with child; and when the was near three 
months gone, her foot fliot in the {treet, 
as ‘he was walking home from a vilit tov 
Lady Wipton, and pave her back a twitt, 
by which means fhe mifcarried next day ; 
and was much worle upon that occafion 
than fhe formerly was when the was deli- 
vered at Paris: that when the fecorw! boy 
was about fixteen months old, the depo- 
nent went along with Sir John and Lady 
lean, and broupht him to Rheims: tha 
about half a vear after the children were 
born, to the bell ef the deponent’s remem- 
brance, the pension of 300 1. a-vear, 
which Lady Jean had from her brother 
the Duke of Douglas, was withdrawn ; 
upon which oceafion Lady Jean wrote to 
Lord Morton, who remitted her 3501. : 
that about November 1749, thev left 
Rheims, ‘and returned to London, with 
the cinidren, where thev arrived a week 
before Chriitmas: that they remained at 
London and Chelfea for about two years 
and ten months : that in the vear 1752, 
Lady Jean and the deponent came to 
Scotland, with the children, and Sir John 
remained in London: that the end of A- 
pril i753. Lady Jean and the deponent 
returned to London, and left the children 
in a hou'e near the theadow, under the 
care of Label Waker above mentioned, 
now Mrs Glats, a cook maid, and a foot- 
man; and recommended them to the care

dvce: thet thele gentlemen told the de- 
ponent, that Lady Jean’s difeafe was a 
bri ken heart : that Lady Jean returned 
bo Scotiand itt Auguit 1953, and died the 
22 of Novemb.r following : that about 
tour hours before fhe died, fhe ordered 
ber jon Archibald, the claimant, to be 
broughttoher; when (be laid her hand up- 
en lis head, and faid, God olefs you, my 
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child ; God make you a good and an ho- 
neft man, for riches I defpife; take a 
{word in your hand, and you may one day 
be as great a hero as fome of your prede- 
ceflors. And being interrogate for Duke 
Hamilton, depones, That the does not 
know whether their lodgings at Paris were 
belpoke before they went there; and that 
they firit lighted at an inn, before they 
went to their lodgings: that the firit time 
fhe faw the man-midwite was, when he 
was called to aflilt Lady Jean in labour; 
and that ihe does not know that he was tor- 
inerly befpoke : that fhe does not reinember 
the name ot the itreet where they lodged, 
as itis a French name, and does not un- 
deritand French : that the does not know the 
whether the birth of the children, or the 
baptiim of Shoito, were regittrate at 
ris: that during her ttav at Paris, Lady § 
Jean received no vifits from any of her chil 


countrymen, nor faw any of them: that fea 
they got the nurfe for Archibald, the jou 
claimant, at the village, near Paris, to ipo 
which they went as above mentioned; La 
and that they carried her,together with her an 
Lufband and child, with them to Rheims; Je 
but does not remember her name; the was ol 
commonly called Nurjes that before they +e 
got this nurie, the child had two or three wh 
other nuries, who had not pood milk, and cal 
who were oblived to be difmitied; but to 
does not remember any of their names : th 
that no nurie was belpoke before Lady ye 
Jean’s delivery, but their landlady got to 
milk-women in the neighbourhood, im- ar 
mediately after the birth: that Lady cl 
Jean would not allow any nurfe to be be- cl 
ipoke before her delivery, becaule the cl 
{aid the did not know if fhe would bear fe 
a living child : that while Lady Jean ftaid A 
at Paris, and at the village in the neigh- W 
bourhood, and till {he returned to Rheims, th 
fhe had no hired fervants of her own, but t! 
Was attended by the fervants of the hou- F 
fes where they ftaid. And being further in- \ 


terrogate for the claimant, depones, That 
after their return to England,the younger 
boy Sholto was again baptized by one Dr 
Colvill: that befide Sir John and Lady Jean, 
there were prefent upon this occafion, Lady 
Wigton, Mifs Primroie, Lady Wigton’s 
woman, Mrs Greig, and the deponent. 
Mrs Jean Greig, houfekeeper to Charles 
Areikine of Alva, Lord Juitice-Clerk, aged 
38, or thereby, depones, That fhe knew 
the deceated Lady Jean Douglas: that the 
was habite and repute to be married to 
Sir Johu Stewart now of Grandtully, who

bout Lady Jean to Mrs Hewit and Tibby 
Walker; who agreed, that fhe was with 
child, and Tibby Waiker fignified her 
fear, that the would not make out the 
journey intended> Depones, That the 
ipoke of Lady Jean’s being with child to 
Lady Wigton, who was of the fame mind 
and apprehenfions about her: that Lady 
Jean’s pregnancy was always the fubjeét 
of converfation amongit them; and that 
the never heard any body doubt of it 
while fhe was abroad, nor ever heard it 
called in queition, till the deponent came 
to Scotland, nor the truth of it doubted: 
that, in Auguft or September the fame 
year, the deponent was with Lady Wig- 
ton at Rheims, when Sir John Stewart 
and Lady Jean, and their eldeft fon, the 
claimant, were alfo there: that the 
claimant was publicly baptized in the 
church there, and the deponent was pre- 
fent, at the baptifm: that he was named 
Archibald: that Lady Wigton and a 
Wine-merchant’s wife, whofe name, fhe 
thinks, was Andrews, ftood godmo- 
thers: that the late Lord Blantyre and 
Baron Macilicoat were podfathers, and 
were all prefent at the chrittening: that 
the deponent remzined fome months after 
that, and had frequent occafion to fee 
Lady Jean: that the deponent thought, 
towards the beginning of winter, that 
Lady Jean was again with child: that 
fhe talked of it with Mrs Hewit and Tib- 
by Walker, who were of the fame mind: 
that the {poke of it jikewile to Lady 
Jean; who bluthed, but did not refule 
it: that, one day, when Lady Jean came 
to vifit Lady Wigton, her foot flipt, 
and the itrained her back, endeavouring 
to fave herfelf from a fall; and, after fhe 
came into Lady Wigton’s, fhe appeared 
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to be uneafy, and complained of a pain 
in her back; and the deponent gave her 
a cordial, and fent her home in a chair ; 
and that, after fhe went home, fhe was 
ill for fome days; and Mrs Hewit and 
Tibby Walker told the deponent, that 
Lady Jean had parted with child: that, 
both at Aix-la-Chapelle and Rheims, the 
deponent heard, that Lady Jean and Sir 
John were ftraitened for money; and that 
fhe was informed by Mrs Hewit and Tib- 
by Welker, that was the reafon of their 
leaving Aix-la Chapelle, where all the 
neceflaries of life were extravagantly 
dear, on account of the congrefs: that 
the deponent knew Lady Jean when the 
was at London, and thie deponent waited 
upon her, as her maid, in the honfe with 
her, for fome months: that fhe behaved 
in the moft motherly and affectionate way 
to her two fons: that they were her 
whole concern, and that, if they were 
well, all was well avith her: that the 
deponent faw Lady Jean in Scotland two 
days before her death: that fhe {poke 
anxioufly about her fon Archibald, the 
claimant, and hoped all wonld be well 
with him: that the defpifed the ftories 
that the deponent told her had been talk- 
ed, that Archibald, the claimant, was 
not her fon: that the deponent afked 
Lady Jean, if fhe had taken any ftep to 
prove that he was hers; to which fhe 
an{wered, that it was an unprecedented 
thing to take any ftep of that kind, and, 
if any body doubted of it, it was their 
bufinefs to prove, that the child was an 
impottor; which, fhe knew, was impof- 
fible ; for Mr Stewart owned the child as 
his, and knew it, and God knew that 
the child was hers,as well as the herfelf did. 
Ifabel Walker, f{poufe to William Glafs 
gardener at Newlifton, depones, That 
fhe was well acquainted with the decea-. 
fed Lady Jean Douglas, whom the depo- 
nent ferved for thirteen years: that Lady 
Jean, and Sir John Stewart, now of 
Grandtully, were habite and repute mare 
vied perfons, and lived together as fuch, 
fur part of the time that the deponerit 
ferved Lady Jean: that the claimant was 
reputed the eldeft fon of Sir John and 
Lady Jean, and acknowledged by them- 
{elves and others as fuch; and that the 
claimant is now reputed to be the only 
fon of that marriage alive. Depones, 
That, in Auguift 1746, the deponent ac- 
companied Lady Jean from Edinburgh, 
along{t with Mrs Hewit, and Effy Caw, 
fince dead, and Mr Colvill, a former de- 
ponent, 
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ponent, to Huntington in England ; 
where they made a thort ftay for tome 
days, and where they met Sir John Stew- 
art; who, at this time, went by the 
namne of Colonel Stewart: that Sir John 
and Lady Jean lay together at Hunting- 
ton: that from thence they proceeded 
all, except Mr Colvill, for the Hague, 
by Harwich and Rotterdam: that at the 
Hague they found Mr and Mrs Hepburn, 
the two tormer witneiles, who frequenut- 
ly vilited Lady Jean’s family, when 
there: that Lady Jean, Sir John, and 
the family, went (rom Holland to Aix- 
la-Chapelle in Viay 1747, where they 
continued tor a twelvemonth: thet while 
Lady Jean was there, the proved with 
child: that the was viliied by feveral Bri- 
tifh that were then there, particularly 
the Earl of Crawford, Lady Wigton, 
Lord Blantyre, and Mils Primrofe. De- 
pones, That Mr and Mrs Hepburn came 
to Aix-la-Chapelle, on a vifit to Lady 
Jean and Sir John: that Mrs Hepburn, 
after having icen Lady Jean, came into 
another room, where the deponent and 
Mis Hewit were: that Mrs Hepburn, 
with fome emotion, and addreiling her- 
felt to Mrs Hewit, faid, that Lady Jean 
was big with child, and challenged Mrs 
Hewit for not writing her of it; upon 
which Mrs Hewit taid, For Goa’s fake be 
quiet, we dare not ipeak of that matter, 
Lady Jean is fo bathtul: that Lady Jean 
was, at this time, about the feventh 
month of her pregnancy.

1es, That Lady Jean was uncommon- 

y big, and that, from the appearance of 
her belly and brea{ts, which the depo- 
nent had fo frequent occafion to fee, it 
was impoilible for the deponent to have 
been deceived or mittaken of the condi- 
tion of Lady Jean: that Lady Jean was 
naturally flat-breatted, and very thin; 
but, when with child, her breatts rofe to 
a great fize. Depones, That Lady Jean 
was vifited, while at Aix-la-Chapelle, by 
Madam Obine, a Bruilels lady, and by 
the Countefs of Ballevitz, with both 
whom Ladv Jean was in great intimacy, 
Depones, That, in the end of May or 
beginning of June 1748, Lady Jean, Sir 
- and the family, removed from Aix- 
a-Chapeile, on account that, by reafon 
of the congreis, lodging and provifions 
were become {o extravagant, that they 
could not atford living there: that from 
thence they proceeded to Liege, where 
they ftaid feveral days, where Mr and 
Mrs Hepburn were, and who were daily 
in company with Lady Jean, during the 
time they ftaid there: that from Liege 
they went to Sedan, where they remain- 
ed fome days, to reit Lady Jean: that 
the next morning after their arrival there, 
the landlady came into Lady Jean’s room, 
where there were none prefent but my 
Lady and the deponent: that the land- 
lady, after fome ulual compliments, faid 
to Lady Jean, that fhe hoped fhe had 
not far to travel, for that fhe obferved 
that Lady Jean was near her time: on 
which Lady Jean faid, Pray, how do you 
know? The landlady aniwered, that 
though flie had not feen my Lady’s big 
belly, the knew by her face, that the 
Was near her time: that what the Jand- 
lady tuid, was in French, of which the 
deponent had fome knowledge at that 
time, though not fo much as to know 
perieciiy what patled, but inquired of my 
Lady, who gave her the account as above 
deponed on immediately ater the cons 
verjution pailed: that the deponent un- 
deritood to much French, as to know 
that the landlady then faid that my 
Lacy was with child: that the land- 
lady was a married woman, and had had 
feveral children. Depones, That Mrs 
Hewit, a former witnets, did not under- 
iiand the French language. Deponesy 
that the day which Lady Jean and the fa- 
mily fet out from Sedan for Rheims, of

thought fufficient enough to intru{t Lady 
Jean’s delivery to at Rheims, and Sir 
John always faid, that he would have the 
beit that could be had in Paris, to at- 
tend Lady Jean on that occafion. De- 
pones, That when Sir John and Lady Jean 
went to Paris, the deponent and Efty 
Caw were left at Rheims: that the rea- 
fon thereof was Lady Jean’s being {carce 
of monev: that fhe told the deponent the 
expected fome money on their arrival at 
Paris, and that then the deponent and 
Effy Caw fhould be fent for: that by a 
letter which the deponent reccived from 
Mrs Hewit from Paris, fhe was informed 
that my Lady had been difappointed of the 
money expected there, and was obliged 
to write to Mr Andrews at Rheims, for 
2 fupply of money ; which Mrs Hewit, by 
a fecond letter, acquainted the deponent 
Was got upon the day that Lady Jean was 
delivered at Paris.

Depones, That fhe was attending Lady 
Jean on her death. bed: that the claim-

Depones, That le knows 
the claimant, and that he was habite 
and repute the only furviving fon of 
that marriage. Depones, That two days 
before Lady Jean’s death, he went to 
wait upon her, when fhe prefented the 
claimant to him, calling him her dear /on 
Archy : that the following day the depo- 
nent went to dine with Lady Jean, and

been informed, as the deponent thinks, 
by Mrs Hewit, that Lady Jean, in walk- 
ing home from the latt vifit {he had made 
the deponent, had accidentally flipped her 
foot, or made a falfe ftep on the {treet, 
which had hurt her, and occafioned her 
mifcarrying: that, at this time, the de- 
ponent was inditpofed, and fhe did not 
fee Lady Jean for fome time thereafter, 
but does not remember how long: that 
while Lady Jean was at Rheims, fhe com- 
monly was called Madam Douglas-Stewart. 
Depones, That the deponent returned to 
England about the year 1751, as fhe 
thinks, and frequently faw Lady Jean 
and Sir John at London, and faw the 
two children, Archibald and Sholto, 
whom Lady Jean prefented to the de- 
ponent as her fons, and treated them in 
an affectionate way, as fuch: that the 
deponent was told, that Shoito had only 
been chriftened by the midwife, and, 
upon hearing it, fhe fignified her furprife 
that he had not been regularly baptized, 
and wastold, that it was owing to his weak 
itate he had only been {fo chriftened by 
the midwife: that after the deponent had 
talked of that fubjeét to Lady Jean, the, 
Lady Jean, came one day to the depo- 
nent’s houfe at Hampftead, and brought 
along with her the faid child, Mrs Hewit, 
and a clergyman, who the deponent be- 
lieved was a Scotfman, and there the faid 
child was baptized by him, and named 
Sholio, the ceponent ftanding godmother 
tohim. Depones, That the faid Sholto 
was extremely hke Lady Jean: and that 
the deponent was acquainted with Lady 
Jean (everal years before that fhe faw 
her abroed. And depones, That Lady 
Jean died at Edinburgh, as fhe heard, 
before the deponent’s return to Scotland; 
and fhe heard, that the faid child, Sholto, 
died alio in Scotland before Ladv Jean. 
The claim * befeeches the good men 
of inqueft to ferve and cognofce the a- 
dorelaid Archibald Stewart, now Dou- 
gias of Douglas, Efq; neareft and lawful

1761, and is 
in thefe words. ‘* Tne whole pertons of 
inquett all in one voice, without 
variance or diicrepance, by the mouth of 
Archibald Murray of Murrayfield, 
one of their number, elected and chofen 
by them in chanceilor, ferved and ferve 
the faid Archibald Stewart, now Dou- 
glas, neare(ft and lawful heir of tailzie 
and provifion in general to the faid de- 
cealed Archibald Duke of Doualas, his 
uncle, in virtue of the difpofition and 
tailzie above mentioned, affirmative, con- 
form to the above claim, and inftructions 
thereof produced.”

{larved from 1747 to 1762. 


Hough this pamphlet is called a nar 
rative, yet it contains very little more 
than advertiiements and letters faid to 
have been printed in the Dublin Fournal, 
from which the reader is left to.pick out 
various events, very imperfectly and in- 
confiftently related; and when he has 
brought them together, they do by no 
means form a regular feries, but inttead 
of gratifying his curiofity, only perplex 
and difappoint him. 

What appears from the pamphlet is as 
follows. 

In O@ober 1752, now juft ten years a- 
go, one Thomas Smith /upped at the houle 
of William Gregory, Efg; counfellor at 
law, in Chancery lane, Dublin; and he 
was there informed, that Mr Gregory’s 
next door-neighbour, Neale Molloy, Efq; 
had almoft ftarved his only daughter to 
death. Mr Gregory, at Smith’s inftance, 
promifed to make fome inquiry into 
it; but nothing being dene, and the 
child being ftill ill treated, Smith pu-

The reader will probably think it very 
ftrange, that a man who in 1752, had 
told the public, that Mifs Molloy was then 
twelve vears old, fhould in, 1762, tell 
shod | he was eighteen; and that he who, 
in 1752, had detcribed her as having a few 
meagre features, and even thole over. 
grown with hair, fhouid teil us, that in 
1762, fhe was a beautiful young female. 
it does not, indeed, appear, how he 
came to know the appearance the girl 
made in 1752, while fhe was vet confined 
bv her father. He fays, however, that 
he expected the mayiftrates would, in 
confequence of his paper, have made fome 
inguiry about her; but finding him-

On the 23d of September, Nurfe Cam- 
bell is faid to have made an affidavit, be- 
fore Michael Sweney, Ely; an alderman of 
Dublin, in which the twears, That in 
1736, or 1737, fhe was emploved by Mr 
Molloy to fuckle and nurfe his female 
child, who was called Sally; that fhe con- 
tinued to nurfe it two vears ; that it was 
then fent to be dry-nuried at Carduff, not 
far from Dublin, whither the went fre- 
quently to fee it; that from Cardutf it 
was taken home, and that the allo fre- 
quently vifited it there, and continued 
to do to till the child was feven years old, 
when fhe obferved that the parents, par- 
ticularly the mother, treated her with 
preat feverity; that from this time 
ihe was not permitted tu fee the child 
any nore; and that fhe verily believes 
the parents would have continued their 
ill treatment, if it had not been for the in- 
terpofition of fome charitable perions in 
the vear 1752; that having very lately 
heard, thata femalechild, or young woman, 
hud been found in Rois Jane, and fent to 
the hofpital, and having learnt that Mol- 
loy and his wife had fecreted their daughe 
ter Sally from fer friends and relations, ‘fhe

to have proper care taken of her; they

joipital, upon hearing that a female child 
had been tound, and fent thither; nor 
will it appear lefs ftranze, that female 
child and young wemas thould be ufed as 
jynopymous terms; nor that the fame 
perion faid by Smith, in his firtt paper, 
to be twelve vears old in 1752, and to be 
only eighteen in 1762, fhould by this af- 
tidavit appear to be five or fix id twen- 
ty. The reader, however, may continue 
to wonder as long as he pleales, for any 
thing in this narrative, which leaves us 
wholly in the dark as to all thele particu- 
lars. 

This affidavit is dated Sept. 23. 1762 ; 
and we are told, that another letter, figne 
ed A. 2. was afterwards in the 
Dublin Fournal, again recommending an 
in{pection into the affair to the magittrates, 
Yet fo foon as the 25th of the fame month, 
we are told a letter was publifhed in the 
fame journal, dated the 24th, in which 
tie writers of the preceding letters are 
called upon to produce their proofs that 
the founcling in the hofpital is Mifs Mol- 
loy. 

In anfwer to this letter, an advertife- 
ment, dated the 25th, the very day the 
letter appeared, was printed, and handed 
avout, in which the public were referred 
for the proof required, to Nurfe Camp- 
beli's atlidavit, a copy of which is there 
laid to be leit at Norris’s coffee houle, 
and the original to be in the hands of Al- 
cerman Sweney. 

Two days atter the publication of this 
advertifement, Mr Motloy publifhed ano- 
ther, figned with his name, in which he 
expreisly denies the pirl in the hofpital to 
be his daughter ; whom he aflerts to be, 
and to have been feveral years, at a board- 
iny {chool in England. 

It appeurs by the dates of thele papers, 
that they followed in a very rapid tuccet~ 
lion, fcarcely within the limits of poflibi- 
lity : however, MrSmith now thought 
Limfelf obliged to produce fych ether proof 
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againit Moloy’s direct aflertion, as he had 
been able to procure. 
On the 27th of September he publithed

A defcription of a new Infirument for 
DRAWING TEETH. Sy Mr 
B. H. 


THE operation of drawing teeth has 
been fo long prattifed, and the in 
ftruments ufed in it are fo various, and 
(as is commonly imagined) fo much im- 

roved, that few people will eafily be- 
os any material amendments can be 
now made, or that an inftrument lately 
invented can have any thing to recom- 
mend it but its novelty. 

To remove as much as poffible this 
diffidence and prejudice, with which new 
things are always received, I am obliged, 
before 1 oifer any thing of my own, to 
point out the great imperfection of the 


inttruments hitherto applied to this 


pofe, and the neceility of fome amend- 
ments. 
The key-inftrument *, reprefented in 


fiz. 1. is almoft the only one now made 


ule of, and is univerfally accounted more 
perfect than the refit: if it has faults, 
then, they muit have more; and fince, 
notwith{tanding fome variety in their con- 
firu¢tion, there is avery great analogy 
in the a¢tion of all tooth inftruients ; 
what is faid of this, will apply equally 
well to numbers of the reft, only it will 
be confidering them in too advantageous 
a light. 

If half the lever AB is placed at C, 
and in the direction C D, the effect and 
new will remain as before; and in this 
ight I fhall confider it for the conve- 
nience of a more intelligible figure 

Let ABCD of fig. 2. repretent DCEF 
of tig 1. and let E repretent a tooth to 
be drawn. BC D is the claw of the ins 
ftrument, B the heel, refting on the 
tooth, and AB the lever. When A is 
moved in the direction A F, the tooth, 
at a, is drawn in the direction a 4; at c, 
m the direction c d; and at ¢, in the di- 
rection 

Now, although it is not eafy to refolve 
this oblique power exactly, fince the di- 
rection is not the fame in any two points 
of the tooth, and fince it varies in every 
inftant of the tooth’s motion; every per-

fon that confiders the obliquity of the 
power in all the points between @ and cy 
and that every point between a and 3 is 
rather deprefied than railed: I fay, when 
he confiders this, together with the great 
friction of the part e, in being ftrongly 
forced againit the fides of the focket, he 
will eafily perceive, that fcarce anv part 
of the power (which is feldom four times 
greater than the refiftance) can take ef- 
fect towards drawing the tooth ftraight 
up, but that it is emploved entirely in 
breaking the tooth, and the edge of the 
focket; confequently, the weakeit of 
thefe, if not both, muft almoft always 
give way. 

Before I had recourfe to experiment, 
I mutt own I could {carce give credit to 
this conclufion ; efpecially, becaufe the 
quantity of fridion, the proportion of 
direét power, and the yielding a 
and joft bone, could not be exactly af- 
certained: but now repeated trials con- 
vince me of it; of which I (hall mention 
feveral hereafter. 

Hence we may learn the reafon of that 
wrenching and breaking which the pa- 
tient feels and hears, and which is often 
fenfible to the {peétators: hence, like- 
wife, we may find one very probable 
caufe for the frequent decay of the neigh- 
bouring teeth after this operation; fince,, 
by breaking the focket, they are de- 
fpoiled of their fupport and covering, and 
expoted to the air for fome time. 

_ Hitherto I have only confidered this 
inftrument as aéting obliquely, and break- 
ing the edge of the focket: but there is 
another circumftance which perhaps de- 
ferves much greater notice; I mean the 
unavoidable inconvenience of bruifing: the 
gums with the heel of the inftrument. 
This is a faét fo well known to all good 
furgeons, that they endeavour to take 
a grip as high as poilible, and fome- 
times remove the gums by the afliflance 
of alancet. But whatever care may be 
taken this way, I am certain, from ree 
peated experience, that the heel of the 
inftrument refts on the gums at firit, or 
flips down upon them on the very firit 
effort, except in one cale, to be mention- 
ed hereafter.

In the firft, a great 
part of the tooth on the outfide is natu- 
rally uncovered: in the other, the tooth 
is protruded in fome mealure, as happens 
to children, and the gums fhrink down 
confiderably. 

4. All thefe inconveniencies are reme- 
died in the other inftrument, and every 
experiment made on the recent fubject, 
proves what was faid above. 

The fame things are confirmed like- 
wile, by experiments on dried jaw-bones. 

Out of a dried human jaw-bone, I have 
often drawn all the teeth with my initru- 
ment, and after having loolely fixed them 
in again, I tried them with the other, 
and found more force was neceflary to 
draw thefe looje teeth, than was uied be- 
fore when they were faft in; and in five 
out of fix, as near as I can reckon, more 
or lefts of the focket was broke, and fre- 
quently the tooth itfelf. It is obvious, 
then, that if this inftrument breaks the 
focket in drawing a loofe tooth, the fame, 
at Jeaft, mutt happen when the tooth is 
firmly fixed, and conne&ed with the 
neighbouring parts. 


+ What was faid concerning teeth that have 
fhort roots, and thofe of old people, is to be ob- 
ferved here: we are likewife to beware of the de- 
ceit which difingenuous people may ufe in thew- 
ing this experiment. The key-inftrument is al- 
ways held with the part H between the fore and 
middle fingers; the part AK is thot up in the 
folding of the middle, ring, and little fingers ; 
and the part KB is held between the fore finger 
and thumb, In this fituation, towards breaking 
and forcing a tooth outfidewife, as ufual, you 
have an advantage of about four to one, as men- 
tioned above, If any force is ufid towards rai- 
fing the end C, the breadth of your fore finger 
is the power, the infide and tendereft part of 
your middle finger is the fulcrum, and the tooth, 
not only fixed by its natural adhefions, but like- 
wife prefled ftrongly againft the fides of the 
focket, is the refiftance: what force then can be 
exctted in this way, when the power is as one, 
the refiftance as five, and the fulcrum not capa- 
bie of bearing any confiderable preflure? The 
force therefore which can be ufed towards railing 
the end C is fo inconfiderable, and bears fo {mail 
@ proportion to that ufed i turning round the 
hand, that it fhould not be counted at all: the 
motion in the dveétion BA is the defign and pro- 
per action of this inftrument; and the other is, 
or never need be nfed. Hence, likewife, in try- 
ing the above-mentioned experiment, the lever 
AK, KB, thould be fairly turned round, and 
the part C thould not be raifed ; otherwife the 
tharp claw of any inftrument may catch fefficient 
hold to fcratch owt loofe cooib, if drawn 
ly upwards, 


Notwithttanding all this, I am very 
certain that an untkilful manner of ufing 
the inttrument [ offer, will give rile to 
many unfair objections, and efpecially as 
mongit thefe that are previoufly biafled 
in favour of the old ones. Thus it may 
be faid, That the pretlure of the fulcrum 
may loofen the teeth on which it refts; 
that it may occafion pain ; and that it is 
more difficult to manage than the key- 
initrument, 

As to the firft, If the preffure is cau- 
tioufly applied, parallel with the direc- 
tion of the teeth, and inclined a little 
inwards, thereby forcing them more firm- 
ly into their fockets, and into the con- 
cave fide of the arch formed by the teeth, 
it can never loofen them; as I have 
found by experience: neither can it oc- 
cafion pain; fince in cracking a hazel- 
nut, we ule as great a preflure on one 
tooth, as is uled here on three; not to 
mention the great weights which many 
can fuftain by their teeth, without any 
inconvenience; fuch as, raifing a fack of 
wheat from the ground, carrying a chair 
or a large oak-table by the edge, in 
which cales the weight is applied in a 
manner which the teeth can refiit leaft, 
that is, tending to drawing them to the 
convex fide of the arch, and againft the 
outer and weakeit fide of the focket; and 
in raifing a table, they bear many times 
the weight of it, on account of the lever 
with which the extreme parts act. That 
it requires more addrets in ufing it, is 
very certain ; and ir this be an argument 
apainit it, by the fame way of realoning, 
we may prove that legs and thighs fhould 
be cut off with a hatchet, and not in the 
prefent tioublefome method. 

I fhall conchade this paper with a re- 
mark, which M,particularly to be attend- 
ed to in the uf of this in{trument. 

It often happens, that there are very 
ftrong ofJeous adhefions between a tooth 
and its focket; and it happens as fre 
quently, that the roots go off in various 
directions, which render it impoffible to 
draw the tooth, without breaking fome 
of thefe, or the edge of the focket. 

As we don’t pretend to impoffibilities, 
every bad conlequence cannot be pre 
vented in fuch cafes, and the moft we 
can ever hope for is to leffen them in 
fome meafure. When one or both of 
thefe happened in the fame tooth, I 
found more force was required to draw it 
ftraight up, than would be expedient jn 
the living f.bject; but if the tooth «ss 
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twifted a little outwards,

the had contequences above mentioned 
attended this method. 

I would always advife, then, after the 
fir} efort in the tirweht direction, to ule 
this turn ; for it greatly facilitates the ex- 
traction in all cafes: and unlefs it is be- 
gun too foon, or carried too fur, never 
hurts the focket, except im the cafes 
lately mentioned, where either the ioc- 
ket or roots of the tooth muft inevitably 
give Way. 

If mv being obliged to aim at too 
much concilenets, and the want of figures 
to reprefent the fubjects in different views, 
have rendered any paflages in this paper 
obicure and unfatisfactory, IT mutt beg 
leave to refer the reader to the inftru- 
ments thenfelves. They are made by 
Mr Carcill, an eminent chirurgical in- 
jtrument-m.oker in Lombard-ttreet, Lon- 
don. Or. Nov. 1762. 


GENTLEMEN, 
N tne defeription of a new inftrument, 
publifhed tome time ago in this maga- 
zine, I was obliged, among feveral other 
things, toomit the manner ef uting it in all 
cales; and T wes the Jefs folicitous about 
this deficiency, becaule JT knew not what 
reception it might meci with from the pu- 
blic: by whole judgment I would always 
be determined, and not by my own. 

Having found, however, that the molt 
eminent furpeons have been pleaied to 
pay a good deal of attention to what I 
offered; and as a great many gentlemen 
defire tome directions tor its ufe in parti- 
colar cafes, I fliall, in as few words as 
poible, endeavour ta rtmove every dif- 
ficnltvy of this kind ; tirft, thall 
confider the moft common and fimple 
cafes. 

1. In drawing all teeth, the patient’s 
head fhould be held by an ailiftant, in 
the required pofition. 

2. The forceps is always to be held in 
the ripht hand, and the fulcrum in the 
left. 

3. The teoth, after being firft freed 
from the gums, if the furgeon thinks it 
neceflory, is to be griped as low as pol- 
ible by the terceos ; which is to be hetd 
xent’y end fteadily to prevent pain, and 
direction in which it is to a@, 
entil the fulerum is placed under it in 
fucly a manner, as that the part which is 
with kather, may be eveniy: oe 


niently cover. 

4. The furgeon then holding the tooth 
(vid. 2.) futiciently faft to prevent flip- 
ping the hold, deprefles the handle of 
the forceps in the direé&ion of the tooth 
on which the fulcrum refts; and if he 
meets with confiderable refiftance, he is 
to we the turn outwards which I re- 
commended before, thereby adding in 
fome meature the action of the key-in- 
ftrument to the ftraight and jfafer effort 
already employed. 

5. The tooth is never to be pinched 
harder than is neceflary to furnifh a fafe 
gripe; for although the initrument is 
made to affurd a confiderable power, it is 
not intended that this power thould be 
applied towards breaking a tooth, but to- 
wards drawing it: the force therefore 
that is neceflary here, as it cannot be 
expretied, fhould be learned by expe- 
rience on the dead fubject. 

6. In drawing all the teeth of the 
lower jaw, the patient is to fit before 
the light; and the furgeon (after obfer- 
ving the things mentioned in 1. 2. 3. 4 
5.) ftanding on the left fide, may draw 
tue fore teeth and thoie of the right 
fide ; and ftanding on the right, he may 
draw thote of the left. 

7. In drawing the teeth of the upper 
jaw, the patient is to lie upon his back; 
and the iurgeon, ftanding at his head, 
and a little to the left fide, may draw 
(vid. 1.2. 3. 4. 5.) the teeth of the right, 
and vice verfa, as at 6. 

8. The fore teeth of the upper jaw 
are mo{t conveniently extracted when the 
patient is placed as at 7. and when the 
furgeon ftands on the right fide. 

g. Next, when teeth rife unequally 
one above another, care muft be takea 
that the fulcrum does not reft entirely up- 
on one of them. This may be done by 
removing the fulcrum farther from the 
tooth to be drawn, than was direéted at 
3.: and if this cannot be done, the cus 
fhion of the fulcrum may be contrived te 
make the preflure as great upon the low, 
as Upon the prominent ones. 


10. When the teeth grow in various — 
directigns, inwards, outwards, or to & 


fide, we fhopld, if poflible, avoid ge 
ing much on thofe that flant moft, ¢- 


{pecially thofe that face outwards ; we ©

Mahomet 
aniwered them immediately, with feems 
ing moderation, ** That he had only 
built this fort to oppofe the incurfions of 
the Knights of Rhodes, who were ene= 
mies to the Greeks as well as to the 
Turks, and to fhelter the fubjects of botls 
einpires from the irrupfions of the La« 
tins.” But the ambatlauders beginning ta 
infitt on the fidelity with which that ore 
der obierved their treaties, Mahomet, 
tran{ported by his paflionate temper, come

After this declaration, and without 
keeping any terms, he ordered his troops 
to march, and inveit the capital of the 
Greek empire, and began one of che moi& 
reinarkable fieges that are recorded im 
all the hittory of the Lower Empire. 

The Sultan arrived in the camp the 2 
of April 1453. It is pretended that he 
had in his army at lea{t 300,000 inen, 
without reckoning anunierous fleet, com~ 
poled of 250 veflels of different burthens, 
containing 24,coo men. In order to ree 
fiit a formidavle force, there could 
fcarce be muttered at Conttantinople 6000: 
Greeks in arms, and about 3000 foreigne 
troops and volunteers; which muit ape 
pear aftonifiing, confidering the fize of 
that city, and the prodigious number of 
its inhabitants. But thete were no long- 
er the Greeks fo renowned of old for their 
valour, and love of their country; their 
attention was totally engaged by come 
merce. Conftantinople was only filled 
with merchants, without reckoning a 
great number of monks and friars, moft 
of them avaricious, who, inttead of al= 
fifting their fovereign, buried their mos 
ney in the moftretired places. INo wone 
der, then, that Conftantine, deftitute 
of troops, and without fupplies, could 
not long withftand the attacks of the Infis 
dels. in {pite of all the refiltance of the 
Chriftians, the city was taken by 
the forty-fecond day of the fiege.

When our lait advices from Russta 
came away, the court was ftill refiding at 
Molcow.
